why there are food riots In Germany. 
Injustice exists and civilians of Ger­ 
man towns realize It. 
“ Poor people must stand In line 
for hours before a meat shop, pro­ 
viding they have live or six marks 
for a pound of meat," said one Ger­ 
man I met In Rotterdam. 
"Maybe the meat supply In 
Hie 
shop will hold out until their turn 
comes In the line and maybe it won’t. 
But rich people can hire a servant 
whose sole duty Is to stand In the 
meat line every day, from I o’clock 
Iii the morning until the day’s supply 
of meat for the rich man’s household 
is secured. 
And even lf the rich 
man's servant fails to liny meat, he 
and his family can alw ays go to a 
hotel or restaurant arid get meat on 
every day of the week except Tues­ 
day and 
Friday. 
The 
authorities 
may frown on a household going to 
a restaurant every day, hut there is 
no law against It mid lf the house­ 
holder doesn't want to be criticized 
for doing tills lie has only to go to a 
different restaurant every day and 
his unpatriotic practice will not he 
noticed."
